Free State Contracts. 


Yesterdav the Free State Minister for 
Justice opened the political season with 
an interesting speech at Tungarvan. Fair- 
minded Irishmen will agree with his view 
that the present condition of the country’s 
fortunes does not justify pessimism. The 
fact of widespread depression in industry 
cannot be disputed, but Mr, O’Higgins 
believes that the State has reached the 
stage of convalescence, and foresees an 
early revival of commercial enterprise. 
‘We share hi hope and would have been 
more ready to share his confidence if he 
had been able to announce an impending 
reduction of the large taxation, which is 
discouraging all forms of business and, 
as we fear, i: driving capital out of the 
Or this subject, however, Mr. 
The bonne bouche 
of his speech was not a promise of te- 
duced national expenditure and lighter 
taxation, but the disclosure of an alleged 
censpiracy against the State. In the 
course of a denial that his Government 
had taken a hestile attitude to economic 
relations with Great Britain and was 
showing undue favour to other countries, 
Mr. O'Higgins announced—on . “ informa- 
tion received '—the existence of a secret 
body which has been established to combat 
this alleged hostility. It is seeking 
members and subscriptions m Dublin, and 
one of its agents has declared that it is 
fomenting trouble in connection with the 
Shannon scheme and hopes to make an 
end of that project. At present the 
regards the secret body's 
negligible, but, if they 

Ministers will take Par- 
into their counsel:. 

We hope that, if the alleged agent 
exists, and if he has made the sinister 
which are imputed to him, 
the Government will get him quickly by 
the ears—which must be very long— 
and will treat him as he deserves. No 
sane or honest Irishman of any party 
would associate himself with a conspiracy 
of this "ind. In the first pace, secret 
organisations been the curse of 
Ireland, and the corntry desires no more 
of them. In the neat place, the German 
Shannon scheme is with us for better or 
worse. We opposed it at the outset on 
account of its hurried and unusual incep- 
tion, and because we did rot think that 
the country was yet ripe, financially or 
economically, for this gigantic enterprise. 
Much of the blame for the p*esent crisis 
at Limerick lies on the Tabour Party, 
which supported the Government's policy 
of concea'ment and haste. “he thing has 
been . done, however, and the whole 
peopl> must accept responsibility for the 
Government's action. Every loyal citizen 
must hope that the present labour troubles 
will be adjusted quickly, and that the 
Stannon scheme will prosper and will 
become, as Mr. O'Higgins ary; “the 
basis of Treland's economic. future.” Any 
persóns who should try to kill the scheme. 
now wculd.be inviting new dangers and 
perplexities, and would be thoroughly 
bad citizens.. Mr. O'Higgins, however, | 
ought to give the country chapter and 
verse for his rather startling statements. 
Or. the one hand, he cannot wish that 
suspicion hould be turned upon innocent 
people, On ‘the other, he ought to leave 
no ground for any suggestion that, if the 
story. of the “plot” é: ghno Labour's 
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countr”, 
O’ Higgins was silent. 
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Free St,te, Government,.. because more 
‘than ninety per cent. of the Free State's 
exports are taken by the “ritish market. 


of his Executive Council “are not 
sentimentalists in trade development ” ; 
but they may be bad business men with- 
out being sentimentalists. Any Irish 
trader would hold it bad business to 
alienat. his best customer by ostentatious 
patronage of that customer’s rivals; and 
what is bad business for an individual 
is still worse business for the State. In 
‘the course of his speech yesterday Mr. 
O’Higgins claimed legitimate credit for 
his Government's efforts to foster the 
Saorstat’s export trade in all the produce 
of the farm. How much of this produce 
is consume! by the compatriots of Messrs. 
Siemens-Schuckert and of M. Boudeville 
and how much by those of the British 
firms which were not permitted to tender 
for the Shannon scheme? Youth likes to 
cut a figure in the world, but experience 
soon teaches it that it must not quarrel 
with its bread and butter. 


The Revival of Industry. 


The success of the Motor Show at 
Olympia has been significant in two ways. 
First, it has shown that there is plenty 
of money circulating in England, even at 
this. time of industrial depression. 
Thousands of cars were sold, and orders 
were given to manufacturers for the 
delivery of thousands more to dealers. 
Evidently those who bought cars and those 
who ordered them, confident of early 
sales, were neither lacking in funds nor 
pessimistic regarding their country’s 
future. Secondly, the Show proved that 
British industry, in one important branch 
at least, is capable of holding its own. 
British cars have come down in price and 
risen in quality, and to-day England has 
recaptured from her rivals a large part of 
the export trade in motor cars and cycles. 
We have refused at all times to present to 
our readers that gloomy view of the future 
of British industry which is popular with 
the thoughtless and the ill-informed. 
Every war dislocates the accustomed flow 
of trade and commerce, and it was in- 
evitable that Britain should undergo a 
period of difficulty and strain after a war 
that shook the whole world. Industry and 
exchange have to be reorganised to meet 
the new conditions and contact must be 
made with fresh markets; but we see no 
reason why any of the great British in- 
dustries should fail to adapt itself like the 
motor industry and to achieve a like 
measure of success. The evidence which 
is being given before the Royal Commission 
on the ‘‘oal Ind:istry has shown already that 
the basic British industry is not in a state 
of irretrievable ruin, but only-requires due 
adaptation to be able to pay its way once 
more, An official of the Mines Department 
of the Board of Trade; Mr. Ernest Gowers, 
disposed. of the common saying that the 
British worker did less work than his 
continental competitor; for, while the 
German output per man shift is 17} cwt., 
that of the British miner is 20.51 cwt. On 
the other hand, evidence was given showing 
that England and Wales are far behind 
other coal-mining lands in their use of 
machinery. In Scotland nearly half the 
coal raised is cnt by machinery, but in 
England and Wales only one-seventh is 
machine-cut. In the United States only 
about one-third of the coal is cut b; hand. 
These facts show that the British mines 
are yielding an unduly low output owing 
to want of up-to-date methods. An interim 
report of a joint inquiry by masters and 
men into the causes for the depression in 
British shipbuilding throws further light 
on the difficulties which beset industry 
to-day. It states that Dutch and German 
shipbuilders are working longer hours for 
less wages than British workers, but it 
declares that, if solid work ,is given 
during the British working week of 
47 hours, labour costs still may be 
brought down by doing away with 
the excessive sub-division of function 
which at present multiplies expense. 
“ Interchangeability of trades’’ is to be 
introduced, and this reform in the economy 
of the industry is expected to bring 
British tenders down to the competitive 
level. Yet another example of the adapta- 
tion of industry to new conditions is seen 
in the appeal made by the Southern Rail- 
way of England to its employés to take up 
portion of its new stock, ani thus to become 
part owners of the industry in which they 
work. 


= — 


Fortunate lilands: 


A curious . constitutional problem has 
arisen in the Channel Islands. The British 
Treasury is dissatisfied by the exemption, 
shared by the Channel Islands with the 
Isle of Man, from the burden of taxation 
imposed by the war, and a Committee of 
the Privy Council has arrived in Guernsey 
charged to examine the island’s ability to 
pay an imperial contribution. It is 
thought that Jersey and Guernsey together 
could contribute half a million pounds per 
annum to the Imperial Exchequer without 
bringing the island taxation up to the 
standard of taxation in England. The 

people of Guernsey challenge the figures 
, on which the Treasury makes its case, and 


permit a substantial increase of taxation. 
The people of Jersey, however, go much 
further and repudiate the British Govern- 
ment’s authority to make any demand 
upon them. Jersey, they say, which is not 
| represented in the British Parliament, 

never was a part of the United Kingdom, 
and recognises no constitutional link with 
the British system ‘save the Crown. They

Irish Jewels. 


In recent times [rish visitors to London | § 
have been surprised to hear on all sides 
demands for Irish cut glass. Collectors 


‘have taken them aside ,to show. them 


highly-prized: specimens of old-time W ater- 
ford ware, hand cut with the maker's 
signature. That clear, fine crystal, with 
its sweet, musical note, has a charm of its 
own, and for many an admirer it calls up 
memories of far-off, boyish days, when it 
was used commonly at table by a genera- 
tion that had not learned to preserve it 
like a precious relic. It may be that the 
“boom” in Irish glass is due to the 
scarcity brought about by the destruction 
that swept over our land three years ago, 
and, in one historic house, resulted 
in the loss of what probably was the finest 
private collection of Irish glass in exist- 
ence. A demand has arisen in London, 
also, for Kerry diamonds and old Irish 
paste jewels generally. Necklets of the 
stones are valued, but the buckles set with 
Kerry diamonds bring the highest prices. 
These were the buckles of which the poet 
sang when he described, not—as_ the 
translator supposed—the ladies of Irrul, 
but the smart menfolk of the age, “with 
their hair bags and their topknots, for I 
pass their buckles by.” Formerly, these 
dainty tokens of the: swaggering days of 
old were curios with which families were 
loth to part, but now—such is the stress 
that has fallen on so many Irish houses— 
the prices offered in London call forth no 
small supply. While England loses her 
pictures to America, Ireland loses her 
smaller treasures of antique craftsmanship 
to London. 


INDIAN CIVIL SERVICE 
EXAMINATIONS. 
TWO T.C.D. SUCCESSES. 


The list of candidates selected for appoint- 
ment to the Indian Civil Service by the 
examination held in London in August last 
fully confirms Lord Birkenhead’s _ state- 
ment as to the high standard of recruitment 
reached. It goes to show that the indisposi- 
tion of young Englishmen of high academic 
attainments to contemplate an official career 
in India, which was a marked feature of the 
post-Armistice period, is. passing away. 

For the four years, 1921 to 1924, the 
average number of European candidates was 
21, and the European share of the recruit- 
ment was approximately five. This year the 
total European entry was 70, of whom 19 
entered for the Indian Civil Service alone, 
instead of having the Home Service or an 
Eastern Cadetship as the second or third 
strings to the bow. 

In the final list the number of Europeans 
selected is 21, while the Indians number 15. 
Eleven of the Europeans come from Oxford 
University, 15 from Cambridge, two from 
Trinity College, Dublin, and one each from 
sndon, Aberdeen, and Birmingham Univer- 
sities. 

The successful Trinity College students 
are Mr. H. C. Baker (Campbell College, 
Belfast), and Mr, B. E. McGuire (High 
School, Dublin.)

the average price in England for malting 
barley, Such figures may have been paid for 
a quality of barley that we do not produce 
here—a very silky-skinned variety and 
almost white in colour, used for making 
special light ales. he quantity of this is 
very restricted. | have attended Mark Lane 
aud several of the largest barley markets in 
England lately. Farmers and brokers are 
pressing English barley equal in every way 
to. our best, and find it most difficult to 
make sales at the. same price that Messrs. 
Guinness are paying in our country markets. 
If anything like the prices quoted by your 
correspondents as the averages in: England 1S 
accurate, a very fine market’ exists for 
shipping Irish barley, and yet not a sack 
leaves. — Irish barley has been offered in 
cargo lots at 15s. per barrel, c.i.f. English 
and. Scotch ports, less than the average 
35s. 1ld. quoted by your correspondents, and 
no sales can be made. In Friday’s issue it 
is prominently stated that it costs the irish 
farmer 25s. 6d. to produce a barrel of barley. 
I wonder what it costs to produce a barrel 
of oats. Irish black oats are offering in 
cargo lots at 10s. and 9s. per barrel, 
f.o.b. South of Ireland ports, and can hardly 
be sold. Merchants must pay, the producer 
considerably less to ship at a profit. | fo- 
day oats are under pre-war prices and barley 
considerably higher. Which pays the pro- 
ducer best—oats at 8s. to 8s. 6d. per 
barrel or barley at 19s. to 20s. per barrel? 
There is no reason in attacking Messrs. Guin- 
ness so bitterly. ‘They are paying as much 
as any other brewers in the United Kingdom

to war on each other, Great Britain, Ita!y 
and Belgium pledge themselves to oppose 
with arms either side breaking the terms 
of the pact. This rather presupposes that 
armies and guns will still be necessary if 
the peace is to be kept.
